A Protest Against Politicians. 
Harper's Weekly, for years the most 
reliable supporter of the Administra­ 
tion, is full of complaints against the 
management of affairs lately and 
takes strong grounds against “Butler- 
izing the Republican party.” It is 
encouraging when a partisan paper so 
pronounced takes the high ground that 
the purity of the Government is of 
more importance than the success of a 
party nominee, and when we find it 
advising a bolt in Massachusetts if 
Butler is nominated, even with Presi­ 
dential support, we are filled with 
hope for the final purification of poli­ 
tics, and the breaking down of caucus 
tyranny. The great mass of the peo­ 
ple are still as anxious as ever for 
good government, but they allowed 
party machinery to become so perfect 
that whether good or bad, a nomina­ 
tion insured the support of all acknowl­ 
edging 
allegiance 
to 
the party 
making 
it. 
A 
frequent exercise 
of the right to bolt will have a greater 
effect on the purity of parties than 
anything else that can be devised. 
Let it once be thoroughly understood 
that the people rule, and that if it 
can’t be done inside the party lines it 
will be done outside, and a tremendous 
stride will be made towards securing a 
pure administration of public affairs. 
To us here in California it seems of 
little importance 
whether Butler, 
through the aits of the demagogue, 
triumphs over the respectable people 
of Macsacausetts or not, but we all 
have an interest in breaking down the 
reckless spirit that would overthrow 
all the traditions of a great and suc­ 
cessful party for the sole purpose of 
gratifying a sordid ambition. 


A State Reformatory. 
The bill for the establishment of a 
State Reformatory for the incarcera­ 
tion of juvenile offenders has passed 
to engrossment, and will in all proba­ 
bility become a law. The want of 
such an institution has long been felt. 
In the Penitentiary at San Quentin 
mere boys are at the present time con­ 
fined, and are brought in contact with 
hardened criminals, whose influence 
can only be for evil. When these boys 
graduate they will be adepts in every 
kind of crime, and their term of im­ 
prisonment, instead of resulting in 
any benefit to themselves or the com­ 
munity, will almost without doubt be 
the cause of confirming them in evil 
habits and make them criminals for 
life. 


We have received several inquiries 
in the past few days about the proba­ 
bility of the erection of smelting and 
reduction works in this city. Great 
discoveries of the precions metals have 
been made in San Bernardino and San 
Diego counties, and we are confident 
that our own immediate locality is on 
the eve of being developed as one of 
the richest 
mineral 
districts in 
the State. 
In view of this, we 
look for a movement at an early day 
for the erection of works here that 
will enable us to turn to good account 
the discoveries that have already been 
made public, and those that at no dis­ 
tant day will astonish our people. 


Our dispatches this morning tell a 
sanguinary tale of murder and acci­ 
dents.

Thrilling Adventure. 


The Reese River Reveille of the 13th 
contains the subjoined: Last night a 
miner named Stephen Buddie met 
with one of the most thrilling adven­ 
tures and narrow escapes that it has 
ever been our province to record. In 
connection witn his partners, he has a 
lot of rock being crushed at the Man­ 
hattan mill, the pulp from which he 
is engaged in sampling. 
About 8 
o’clock last evening ne started to go 
from Richards’ cabin, Upper Austin, 
to the mill. The snow was falling 
thick and fast, rendering it impossible 
to see very far ahead. He had pro­ 
gressed between three and four hun­ 
dred yards from the cabin, when sud­ 
denly and without warning he found 
his footing gone, and before he hud 
time to realize what had happened he 
found himself in the water at the bot­ 
tom of an abandoned shaft. Of course 
his first thoughts were to extricate 
himself as speedily as possible, which 
he attemgted to do by working him­ 
self up the shaft by means of hands 
and feet placed against the sides; but 
before he .had advanced very far in 
this manner, he missed his hold and 
again fell into the water. When he 
arose to the surface lie was so exhaust­ 
ed that he must surely have drowned 
but for a circumstance which seems 
almost providential. 
There was a 
board floating on the surface of the 
water, and as he emerged it caught 
under his shoulder and sustained him. 
As soon as he regained his strength 
somewhat he again resorted to the 
sides of the shaft, and by means of 
bracing himself with his hands and 
feet sustained himself above the water 
until daylight, when he reached the 
board, and placing it across the shaft, 
rested on it until rescued. 
This morning his partners became 
alarmed at his absence and started in 
search of him. After poking around 
among the old shafts in the vicinity 
for some time, they at last heard his 
cries, and procuring a rbpe lowered it 
into the shaft. He adjusted the sling 
around his body and was brought to 
the surface more dead than alive, after 
having been in his perilous and un­ 
comfortable predicament for nearly 
twelve hours. He was taken to his 
cabin and restoratives administered, 
and at noon was resting comfortably. 
The shaft is thirty feet in depth to the 
water, but its further depth is un­ 
known. He surely met a miraculous 
escape, and it is evident he was not 
born to be drowned. A man as lucky 
as he was in this instance could sail 
around Cape Horn on a shingle and 
never wet his ear.

Any information concerning John 
Oliver, a native of Ireland, and aged 
about thirty-eight years, sent to this 
office, will oe thankfully received by 
anxious friends. 
We are informed of rich gold dis­ 
coveries in Ban Diego county about 
four miles from Monserrate. John 
McCarcy Joseph Welty and John 
W elty are the fortunate finders. 
Several mining claims of undoubt­ 
ed richness have been located within 
a few miles of town, and we are in­ 
formed that the indications of rich de­ 
posits of gold and silver are excellent.

ployment to more home people and 
save a great deal of money th at now 
goes abroad. Arizona wool is excelled 
by no other wool, and materials for 
maunfacturing other useful articles 
are abundant. 
So are good water 
powers, fuel, etc. Government can 
do much to enable citizens of the Ter­ 
ritory to start cotton and other fac­ 
tories; not by subsidy, but by assur­ 
ing them that it will purchase blan­ 
kets and other things it has to furnish 
soldiers and Indians.

could not speak a word of English, 
and consequently was unable to ex­ 
plain how ne happened to be in that 
solitary condition. He had received 
some Injuries, which led to the sup­ 
position that he had been brought 
from one of the cluster of Polynesian 
Islands, and left to famish after being 
maltreated. He had lived by eating 
cocoa-nuts and oysters.
